FREEZING TO DEATH. 


THE POSSIBLE FATE OF THE 
STRATHNEVIS’S CREW. 


She May Have Met the Fate of the 
Sealing Schooner George R. 
White, Lost Off Alaska—A Case of 
Murder or Suicide from Lower 
California. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Dec. 22. 
—The fate of the Oriental steamship 
Strathnevis and 190 people aboard still 
remains a mystery. It has been thirty- 
four days since she was last spoken, 
and she was then about eight hundred 
miles west of Cape Flattery under two 
small leg-of-mutton sails, slowly mak- 
ing her way eastward. Since then two 
of the wildest and severest storms of 
the season have been experienced in 
the North Pacific. The British flag- 
ship Royal Arthur, with her powerful 
searchlights, steaming 22 knots per 
hour and covering a distance of fifteen 
miles either side, put in a week cruis- 
ing along the northern coast without 
discovering any signs of the lost 
steamer. The only other steamer pros- 
ecuting the search is the Danube of 
Victoria. 

The general opinion among mariners 
is that the Strathnevis has gone ashore 
on the southeast coast of Alaska. In 
that event the sufferings and fatalities 
of the crew of the sealing schooner 
George R. White, which went ashore 


‘on Wood Island last April, when eleven 


of her crew froze to death in the snow, 
will doubtless be repeated. 

The continued absence of the Danube 
is the only hope held out for ghe safety 
of the passengers and crew of the 
Strathnevis. It is argued that if the 
vessel has*gone ashgre on the Alaska 
coast, some word would have been re- 
ceived before now, and, again, the 


}fuel aboard the Danube must be nearly 


exhatsted.

An Eventiul Week in 


House Republicans to Take Up 
the Finances. 


Speaker Reeds Ideas on Bonds 
Form the Basis for a 
New Bill. 


A Unanimity of Sentiment in Favor 
of a Duty on Wool—Democrats 
Hanging Out for Free Sliver. 
The Senate. 


(MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—The course 
of the Senate this week will depend 
largely, if not entirely, upon the turn 
which affairs shall take in the House. 
The Senate adjourned yesterday until 


adjourn over the holidays, the Senate 
will be ready to acquiesce, as a major- 
ity of Senators are still unquestionably 
favorable to the usual holiday recess. 
The probabilities point strongly to the 
absence of @ quorum the greater part 
of the week, in case no recess is taken. 

The calendar contains only one bill 
of general importance, and not to ex- 
ceed half a dozen minor bills. Conse- 
quently there is little prospect of 
actual legislation im any event. It is, 
therefore, more than probable that 
whatever sessions are held will be de- 


voted largely to speech-making. If the 
House should send over a financial or 
revenue bill there would be no pdssi- 
bility of receiving a report upon it for 
some time, but such a measure might 
afford subject matter for informal 
speeches, 


This promises to be an eventful werk 
in the House. Before adjvurnment is 
reached next Saturday the Kepublican 
leaders Imtend that a bill shall have 
been sent to the Senate in response io 
the demand of the President's message 
on Friday for some means of relieving 
the treasury situation and protecting 
the gold reserve. The Repu)lican leaa- 
ers determined to act promptly 2% sun 
as the message was sent in, and all 
idea of taking a recess for the holi- 
dzys was abandoned in the face of the 
situation’ presented. The Ways and 
Means Committee was organized yester- 
day, and last night the. Tepublican 
members held a secret meeting at the 
Capitol, at which Speaker’ Reed was 
present to discuss the details.of a bill 
which, in their ophifon, would 
the desired relief. 

Asa preliminary, it wasdecided that, 

while the situation th the Senate as 
tothe fate there of any measure passe: 
by the House should be Kept in mind, 
the House must act indepencentiy of 
the course of the upper branch of Con- 
gress. The general outline of a meas- 
ure was practically reed upon, but 
the details have not been con:pleted. 
The sentiment was unanimous that no 
gold bonds should be authorized, but 
that a bill on the lines of Mr. Reed's 
amendment of last year should be 
drawn up, and with that should he 
coupled some tariff. changes for the pur- 
pose of raising additional revenue. 
The Republicans took the stand that 
the menace to the gold reserve was 
caused primarily by the lack of reve- 
nue to meet the expenses of tie goV- 
ernment, and that is still their posi- 
tion. 
Mr. Reed's bond proposition, which 
the committee will adopt, provides, 
first, for the reduction of the rate of 
interest on bonds to be issued under 
the acts of 1870 and 1875 for the pur- 
pose of resuming specie payments and 
protecting the specie reserve from 4 
to 3 per cent., and, second, for a low- 
rate, low-denomination coin bond 
which would practically be a debt cer- 
tificate to be used to supply deficien- 
cies in the revenue. By the terms of 
the bill, it is probable that provisions 
will be inserted to provide that the 
Proceeds of any bondsissued under the 
acts of 1870 and 1875, as amended, shall 
go to the reserve, and the proceeds of 
the latter bonds to pay current ex- 
penses. In this way a separate ac- 
count can be kept, and the proceeds 
of bonds sold to maintain the reserve 
cannot be used to pay current ex- 
penses. The details of the tariff 
changes will furnish the most difficult 
task in framing the bill. There is 
practically unanimity of sentiment, 
so far as can be learned, among the 
Republican members of the commit- 
tee for a duty on wool, and compen- 
sating duties on woolens- The West- 
ern members want the duty on wool 
to be at least 8 cents per pound, but 
the indications are that it will not ex- 
ceed 5 cents. 

There is some discussion of a propo- 
sition to make a horizontal increase on 
all the schedules except sugar of from 
15 to 20 per cent., but that is opposed 
in certain quarters as being not on pro- 
tection lines. 

It seems probable, therefore, that 
wool and woolens, lumber and various 
other articles will be selected. While 
there is, it is said, some difference of 
opinion on this point, it seems certain 
there will be a time limit of two years 
or thirty months on the life of the 


tariff provisions of the bill. The point 
will be made that it is an ,emergency 
measure for raising rev@nue, and, 


therefore, wovld meet with the ap- 
proval of all who believe the treasury 
needs additional revenue, no matter 
what the individual opinions may be 
regarding protective duties. 

The House will probably adjourn to- 
morrow, and the Republicans of the 
Ways and Means Committee will go to 
work to perfect the details of the bill. 
It is hoped that it can be ready by 
Tuesday, and, if so, it will probably 
be passed under suspension of the 
rules. Speaker Reed and his lMeuten- 
ants are not disposed to brook delay. 
After the bill has been sent to the 
Senate the question of whether Con- 
gress shall remain in session for the 
remainder of the holidays will remain 
with that body. If the Senate proceeds 
to the consideration of the bill the 
House will remain in session, and prob- 
ably adjourn from day to day, but if 
the Senate should, after the passage of 
the House bill, show that it does not 
propose to go ahead with it, and 
should deliberately pass a resolution 
for a holiday recess, it is probable that 
the House would agree to it. 

As to the attitude of the Democrats 
toward the bill, it seems probable that 
it will be opposed by most, if not all, 


Tuesday. In the event the House should | 


crats are not disposed to vote for any 
bond proposition; first, because they 
believe there is another remedy in the 
hands of the executive, the redemption 
of notes in silver. They might vote 
for coin bonds to borrow money if the 
executive said that money was needed 
to meet current expenses, but as.the 
demand for authority to issue bonds 
is not based on that ground, which fact 
is distinctly disavowed, their opposition 
to the bond features of the bill is cer- 
tain. They would probably also resist 
the measure on account of the increase 
in the tariff schedules. The adminis- 
tration and sound-money Democrats 
who might be disposed to vote for a 
bond authorization, will probably be 
deterred from voting for the measure 
because of its tariff propositions, so 
that the solid opposition of the Demo- 
crats it looked for. 

The overwhelming Republican ma- 
jority insures its passage, however, be- 
yond question. It is likely that sev- 
eral amendments will be offered by 
the Democrats if they can secure rec- 
ognition for that purpose, one to au- 
thorize the redemption of the treas- 
ury notes of 1890 in silver, and to coin 
the silver in the treasury, and possibly 
a free-coinage amendment. 

CAPT. BASSETT’S FUNERAL. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Funeral 
services over the remains of the late 
Capt. Isaac Bassett, the veteran door- 
keeper of the United States Senate, 
were held in the First Presbyterian 
Church this afternoon. 

Rev. Byron Sutherland, the pastor of 
the President, delivered a sermon 
partly of a historteal nature, which 
touched on the confidential nature of 
the duties entrusted to Capt. Bassett 
and the manner in which he had per- 
formed them. Dr. Milburn, the chap- 
lain of the Senate, and Rev. George O. 
Little assisted in the services. Sen- 
ators Hawley, Sherman, Roach, Mitch- 
ell of Oregon, Gorman and Peffer, rep- 
resenting the Senate, were present. 


MORE DEMOCRATIC FINANCIER- 
NG. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
at a conference of Cabinet officers with 
President Cleveland it was decided to 
issue bonds at once to replenish the 
gold reserve. mbers of the Cabinet 
who are in the city were summoned to 
the White House and the President 
went over the situation with them. It 
was decided that Secretary Carlisle 
should at once prepare for another 
bond issue. 

The administration was in consulta- 
tion with some of the members of the 
late Belmont-Morgan syndicate, but ft 
could not be learned last night whether 
the new bonds are to be taken by the 
syndicate or whether proposals are to 
be asked for by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. The amount of the tesue, it 
is said, will be enough to raise the gold 
reserve above $100,000,000, although it is 
not intended to sell any more bonds 
than seems to be absolutely neceesary, 
because it is believed the present flurry 
will soon pass over, in view of the 
growing belief in the peaceful settle- 
ment of the Venezuelan controversy 
and that restored confidence wiil re- 
move the necessity for more bonds or 
make it easier to place them. 


WAVES CLOSED OVER HER 


STEAMSHIP BERLIN SINKS THE 
SHIP WILLOWBANK.

Thirty-nine Men Reported Drowned 
According to One Account—Her 
Majesty’s Ship Biake Picks Up 
Several Men Adrift. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

LONDON, Dec. 22.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The American line steamship 
Berlin, Capt. Lewis, from Southampton 
for New York, collided with and sank 
the British ship Willowbank, Capt. 
Young, of Glasgow, thirty miles south- 
west of the Isle of Portland at 3 o’clock 
on Sunday morning. It is said the 
whole crew of thirty-nine were 
drowned, 

H. M. 8. Blake arrived upon the scene 
at 7 o’clock this morning and picked up 
a waterlogged lifeboat. She sighted 
the Berlin, hove to and rescued the 
crew of one of the Berlin’s lifeboats 
who had lost control of her rudder in 
the heavy sea. 

ANOTHER VERSION. 

LONDON, Dec. 22.—The American line 
telegraphs from Southampton as fol- 
lows: “The Red Star steamship Berlin, 
from Antwerp to New York, has re- 
turned here with her bow damaged by 
a collission with the Willowbank, whose 
crew were saved and are aboard the Ber. 
lin, including.the captain and his wife, 
but the Falmouth pilot on the Willow- 
bank, who went below to save his 
clothes, was drowned.” 

THE LUCANIA IN A GALE. 

QUEENSTOWN, Dec. 22.—The Cu- 
nard line steamship Lucania left the 
Mersey at 11 o’clock this morning and 
had still not arrived at midnight. It is 
surmised that the captain will not risk 
bringing his vessel into port during the 
tempest. There is a violent gale blowing 
off the Irish coast and several small 
crafts have been swamped. 


BURIED THEIR DEAD. 


Scenes of Mourning in Sixteen 
Households of Dayton, Tenn. 
(PGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CHATTANOOGA (Tenn.,) Dec. 22.— 
The saddest scenes ever witnessed in 
this State were enacted at the little 
mining city of Dayton today. In six- 
teen households the cries of despairing 
widows and helpless orphans, thé heart- 
broken cries of mothers, relatives and 
friends disturbed the peaceful quiet of 
the Sabbath, as the sixteen mangled 
corpses, victims of Friday’s mine disas- 
ter, of huskands, fathers, brothers and 
kinsmen were carried to .their final 
resting places in the little cemetery 
adjoining the town. 

Brief religious ceremonies were held 
at each of the stricken homes of the 
unfortunate men, and at 2 o’clock the 
last body was laid to rest. The work of 
rescuing the six men whose bodies are 
still buried beneath the debris of the 
cave-in of slate and earth was stopped 
-last night by the accumulation of gas 
in the entry, where they lie. A large 
new fan recently purchased by the 
company was put to work today, but 
did not work satisfactorily, so the res- 
cuers are still unable to get into the 
mine. At 4:30 o'clock the fans began 
their work again and air at the rate of 
400 cubic feet per minute has been 
forced in since that time. It is expected 
the rescuers will be able to resume 
work tonight. The company has de- 
cided that hereafter open lamps will 
not be allowed in the mines and all 
blasts will be made by a fire boss who 
will be assigned to the men, who will 
work in sections. 

State Inspector Clute stated tonight 
that, so far as his investigation had 
gone, the company had taken all the 
required precautions against accidents. 
He is still taking evidence of miners 
and employees who refer to the cause

thing it can do will be to set the two 
foremost Christian nations of the earth 
to work blowing up one another's cities 
and blowing out one another's brains. 

“Unless we utterly misconceive the 
sentiments of the christianized masses, 
both here and on the other side of the 
water, such an issue would be immor- 
ally impossible. There will be nocon- 
flict that will go beyond the point of 
messages and pronunciamentos on 
either side, if the church of the Bethle- 
hem Christ comes out end records its 
veto. Christianity, both here and in 
England, is too thoroughly an integral 
part of national life for armies . and 
navies to clash in warfare at the same 
moment that the churches of the two 
countries are thundering peace. 

“Thia is not the place to enter into a 
philosophical or historical exposition of 
the Monroe doctrine, only it is safe to 


into an international conflict of arms, to 
the dishonor of Christianity, the dis- 
couragement of civilization, the de- 
struction of life and treasure and the 
demforalization of our entire organic 
life, In behalf of a doctrine such that 
probably 90 per cent. of a congregation 
informed as this would not be able 
to state it intelligibly, and the other 
10 per cent. who can state it disagree- 
ing among themselves as to whether 
the doctrine is applicable to the pres- 
ent situation. ~ 

“We are not speaking disparingly of 
loyalty to country or patriotic regard 
for our country’s rights, but patriotic 
passions are incensed and can be easily 
fired to the point where righteousness 
is ignored and reason and balanced con- 
sideration tabooed; and that fs the mis- 
chief of inflammatory sheets that make 
the paying newspaper business of fan- 
ning the flames of international ani- 
mosity. I wish that for two weeks it 
could be a State prison offense to print 
newspaper headlines with anything 
larger than small caps. If the nation 
would take up the business that be- 
longs to them first and if England and 
the United States would join hands in 
the rather more gospel enterprise of 
rescuing pillaged and outraged Arme- 
nians from the dirty, bloody grip of the 
Turk, these two brother nations would 
soon find themselves in good Christian 
condition of spirit, probably, to settle 
that little question of civil engineering 
down in Venezuela in a way that would 
save both parties not only their pride 
and their heads, but their Christian re- 
pute.” 

THE “SAME BLOOD” CHESTNUT. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—Discussing the 
Venezuelan question in his scrmon to- 
day, the Rev. Thomas Dixon, Jr., said: 
“In my opinion, the very thought of 
war between the United States and 
Great Britain is a crime. Where there is 
war there is something to fight for. 
If there is any great people or any great 
issue involved there may be occasion 
for one great nation to stand on the 
platform that Great Britain occupies 
and the platform that our nation now 
occupies. A war between Great Britain 
and the United States would be a crime 
because we are the same people, same 
blood and same tongue; our fithers are 
the same fathers, and we have the same 
principles.” 

Mr. Dixon then asked if the Monroe 
doctrine was really involved. tn the 
dispute, and said: “It is simply szid. to 
be a question of the boundary lines of 
two countries. What great issues are 
involved in this question of landlordism 
to cause two great countries to go to 
war? It seems to me the duty of the na- 
tion is to go gradually slow and to pay 
due deference to the nation whence we 
have sprung.” 

Rev. Charles H. Eaton, pastor of the 
Church of the Divine Paternity, 
preached a sermon on the wickedness 
of war. It will be deplorable, he said, 
that, on the day on which Christians 
were to celebrate the birth of Christ 
and to proclaim from every pulpit the 
doctrines of peace, the nation should be 
eagerly waiting the ultimgtum of 
statesmen and memories of war should 
fill the land. It was more deplorable 
still that the two most advanced of 
Christian nations, the two which should 
do most to do away with the possibility 
of war would now apparently be readyto 
throw away arbitration and substitute 
conflict. Without going into the mer- 
its of the dispute, he would say the 
principle involved in. the Monroe doc- 
trine was such that even statesmen 
had but an obscure knowledge of it, 
and, without proposing to usurp any of 
the functions of the statesmen now 
considering the dispute, he would say 
that there was no higher power to de- 
termine the necessities of others than 
religion. 

If religion was useful in time of 
peace only, he said, it could be of* no 


use et all, and he, as a minister of the 
gospel, raised his voice in emphatic 
protest against war as a means of set-

fired at us. Let us have peace.” 

LAND-GRABBING TORIES. 

NEW YORK. Dec. 22.—Of all the 
anti-war sermons preached in this city 
today the fiercest was that preached 
in the Central Metropolitan Church, 
by the Rev. S. P Cadman. Dr. Cad- 
man is an Americanized Englishman, 
and his language was directed with 
equal vehemence against the war ad- 
Vocates of both countries. Beneath 
the thin veneer of religion, he said, 
there was much of the barbarian in all 
of us when the howlings of the war- 
Gogs could bring us so near the 
throats of near neighbors. If war was 
averted, it. would only be because of 
the intervention of the religious ofgan- 
izations. Continuing he said: 

“The English people and hewspapers 
@re no better than those on this side. 
The whole thing is characterized by a 
species of hydrophobia. At the treaty 
of Berlin, England offered to take care 
of the Christians within the territories 
of the Sultan. How she has done 
so the slaughter of 1,000,000 Christians 
in the time that has elapsed suffi- 
ciently testifies. Her pretensions were 
the bloodiest kind of a farce. The 
Slaughter now going on in Armenia 
is the aftermath of British ‘jingoism.’ 

“Lord Salisbury inherits some of the 
qualities of his. great ancestor, the 
warlike Cecil, that scattered the Span- 
ish armada. He is the greatest For- 
eign Minister since the days of Lord 
Palmerston. He will fight. If the 
great Gladstone was at Downing strect 
there would be no danger of war, but 
the grand old man, whose magnanim- 
ity was responsible for the withdrawal 
of British troops from Boerland in 
spite of the protestations of his coun- 
trymen, is now over eighty years of 
age, almost blind, and out of power, 
and the Tories—Tories, whose history 


is one of land-grabbing, are in the 
saddle.” 


THE -EX-PRESIDENT WANTED. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 22.—A special to the 
Chronicle from Indianapolis says that 
friends of ex-President Harrison as- 
serted today without qualification that 
he had received an offer of the presi- 
dency of the Venezuelan commission 
from the administration and that he 
had declined the position.

LONDON, Dec. 23.—The Times this 
morning prints a whole page of tele- 
graphic dispatches on the subject of 
Venezuela. A dispatch from Ottawa 
says: “One result of the war scare will 
be In the thorough equipment of the 
Canadian forces. The country will not 
be satisfied till all are armed with Lee- 
Metford rifles. It is gratifying to note 
the scare seems to have drawn Canada 
closer than ever to England. Every- 
where the firm determination is pro- 
pooed to held by the old flag, come what 


may. ; 

A Vienna dispatch s President 
Cleveland ts in no small measure re- 
sponsible for the ruin of hundreds of 
capitalists in Austria. The Tur- 
ish and Abyssinian troubles had shaken 
the Vienna money market to its founda- 
tion, but the New York panic gave it 
its coup de grace, from which it will 
take months to recover. In Saturday's 
panic on the bourse, prices receded by 
leaps and bounds 4 they reached a 
figure lower than for®years past. 

The Austrian credjt mobilier fell 19 
florins, the Hungarian credit mobiller 
26 and the Austrian state railways 20 
florins frcm Friday's prices, It is im- 
possible to estimate, even roughly, the 


consequences of the panic. . 
The Berlin dispatch says: ideal 
wave of financial panic which has 


rolled across the Atlantic the last two 
days has not spared the Berlin bourse, 
which was in a state of feverish ex- 
citement on Saturday, speculative se- 
curities declining 10 per cent. The 
Bourse Courier merely reflects the tem- 
per of financial circles here when it de- 
scribes President Cleveland as specu- 
lating by his wanton provocation of 
England, on the meanest form of na- 
tional féeling.” 

It is argued that a country which on 
the first appearance of a warcloud suf- 
fers losses, according to one estimate 
from New York, equal to the whole of 
the war indemnity which France paid 
Germany, is not in a position to wage 
war, especially on such a trumpery is- 
sue. There is little inclination here to 
take up an American security, while 
Paris can scarcely meet the require- 
ments of its old clients In Turkey and 
Spain. The want of money, it is true, 
never yet prevented a country from 
rushing into war. But seldom does the 
decision rest so largely as in America 
with the class whose pecullar inter- 
ests are so largely at stake. On the 
other hand, fears are expressed that 
the magnitude of the losses already 
sustained will induce a feeling of des- 
peration, and there are many business 
men who still remember the enormous 
fortunes made in America during the 
civil war. 

The dispatch from St. Petersburg 
says: “It is easy to see that the Rus- 
sians cannot help showing satisfaction 
at the serious turn the dispute has 
taken.” 

The dispatch from Rome says: “Pub- 
lic opinion is unanimous against Presi- 
dent Cleveland. The financial panic had 
na perceptible influence here.”’ 

A TORY CORRESPONDENT. 

LONDON, Dec. 23.—The New York 
correspondent of the Times says: “Per- 
haps because it is Sunday, perhaps be- 
cause of the financial disasters, per- 
haps because of war talk and of the 
widening conviction that persistence 
in the present policy may deepen into 
war, perhaps for other reasons there is 
today a sensible improvement in the 
situation. The lessons of Friday and 
Saturday have not been lost. The peo- 
ple of the United States are at least a 
thousand of a millions of dollars poorer 
than they were last Tuesday when the 
President launched his message and 
menace of war.” 

He says of the second message: “It 
has not, in truth, been well received. 
The incredible cynicism of the message 
has angered the community which well 
knows iis present distress is directly 
traceable to the President's policy.” 

Expressions are then quoted, from 
anonymous sources, of the anger -felt 
toward the President, because of his 
Venezuela message. He also dwells upon 
the confusion of mind which he sees 
in Congress over the course to take in 
regard to the financial situation and he 
intimates a belief that the supporters 
of the President in Congress have been 
alienated’ from support of his Venezue- 
lan policy by his second message. He 
says of the outlook in Wall street: 

“The interval of Sunday is thought 
likely to steady men’s views, and if no 
misfortune occurs on Monday in Lon- 
don, it is believed that Wall street wil! 
recover a good part of its confidence.” 

Speaking of the action of the Senate 
on the Hitt bill, the correspondent 
Says: “Messrs. Lodge and Chandler 
took command of the party, amid ap- 
plause from a gallery ‘crowded with 
jingo spvctators. The voice of the 
American people is declared in the 
Senate by delegates from the streets 
much as it used to be in the French 
convention by the representatives ‘of 
that large popular constituency which 
Bismarck, in his time, described as 
‘gentlemen of the pavement.’ But I 
do not think the best Americans ap- 
prove of this new method of influencing 
legislation, nor will they ever submit 
permanently to the leadership of 
Messrs. Chandler and Lodge.” 

Of names which,are suggested for 
membership in the commission, the 
correspondent mentions ex-Senator 
Edmunds, ex-Minister Phelps and An- 
drew White of New York, and Chief 
Justice Fuller as excellent names. 

“Mr. Coudert of New York,’ he con- 
tinues, “a Tammany Democrat, belongs 
to a different category. He is an able 
lawyer, very hostile to England, who, 
last Tuesday, declared his conviction 
that Venezuela was right and England 
wrong. If the President wants com- 
missioners who have made up their 
minds in that sense, Mr. Coudert will 
do as well as anybody. Men like Messrs. 
Edmunds, Phelps and White and the 
Chief Justice may feel a diffidence in 
serving On a commission nominally ju- 
dicial, but, in fact, purely ex parte in 
its object and composition. It has 
however, been suggested that true 


service. Whatever the President may 
intend, a committee of independent men 
of high character might arrive at a con- 
clusion which would make peace.” 

The dispatch concludes as follows: 

“It is upon the various grounds that 
are indicated at the beginning of this 
dispatch and upon the evidence which 
I give, and much more that I do not, 
that I venture to express the belief in 
a better condition of the general mind 
of the country than that which ex- 
isted last week. The end of jingoism 
is not yet, but there is at least a be- 
ginning of better things, and a brighter 
hope for the immediate future.”

land’s precipitation. The Standarl 
(Conservative,) while admitting this, 
thinks whacever. remedies Congress 


adopts, America must, for some .time 
to come, in an economic sense, go from 
vad to worse. 

The Sunday Observer (Unionist,) says 
in an editoriai: “The passionate affec- 
tions of the Americans for the Monroe 
doctrine may be uninte'ligible here, but 
it exists, and if our rulers are wise 
they will neglect no means short of 
national humiliation to avojd ruffling 
the pride and feeling of the Americans. 
Sooffer or ‘later, public opinion § in 
America will awaken to the fact that 
England neither desires to take liber- 
ties with the United States nor will 
she brook insult from any power 
whatever.” 

Fdward Dicey, C. B., who was for- 
merly an editor of the Observer and 
also of the Daily News, says: “Eng- 
lishmen would make any concessions 
short of the national honor sooner 
than to go to war with America. The 
oniy weak point in our case is the re- 
fusal to submit the dispute to impartial 
arbitration. If our contentions are as 
strong and just as we imagine, we have 
nothing to fear from indenendent and 
fair inquiry. Arbitration on President 
Cleveland's lines is utterly inadmis- 
sible, but the refusal to admit the 
principles of arbitration lays us open 
to the imputation that we have dceubts 
of the justice of our contention. 
Even now, without loss of dignity, 
England might consent to submit the’ 
frontier dispute to some independent 
authority, such as the King of Italy, or 
the President of Switzerland. But, if 
necessary, we must fight sooner than 
tolerate President Cleveland’s preten- 
sions.” 

Mr. Labouchere in Truth regrets the 
bullying tone of Mr. Cleveland, but 
contends that England ought to sub- 
mit the whole boundary question to 
arbitration. 

“The Monroe doctrine has become a 
doctrine of faith with America,” says 
Mr. Labouchere. “Plenty of Ameri- 
cans are willing to fight for it. Such 
a war would soon become a stale mate 
on both sides. After incalculable in- 
jury to each other is committed, we 
should both realize what fools we had 
been, shake hands and go back to 
where we are.” 


. SPAIN SUPPORTS ENGUAND. 

MADRID, Dec. 22.—Public opinion 
here is strongly in favor of England 
in the Venezuelan controversy and 
suggestions are advanced for an alli- 
ance between England and Spain -in 
the event of President Cleveland’s ac- 
tion involving hostilities.

BRITISH MARKETS. 


Money Tighter at London—Little 
Chance for Stock Rallies. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

LONDON, Dec. 22.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.)

But 
the crisis had completely shattered all 
confidence and even the best gold ‘bonds 
were recklessly om the 
market. rther dalliance with the 
currency problem was regarded. as_im- 
possible and until it is seen how events 
will shape themselves there is little 
chance of a rally except through 
purchases of the best class of bonds 
by sanguine speculators. It is difficult 
to get the actual dealing prices, but 
the weeks fall ranges from 3 to 12 per 
cent.

Sport in the East during this season 
of the year is practically dead—bhuried 
under snow and sleet. Baseball, foot- 
ball, horse-racing, cycling—and with 
one or two exceptions, every branch + 
sport are laid aside, and the patrons of 
exch are forced to be content with 
planning the campaign for next season.

THE GAME OF LACROSSE. 

Notwithstanding the fact that there 
will be none of the big football teams 
here from the North during ihe holi- 
days, the Los Angeles Athletic Club 
has arranged a treat for the sport-lov- 
ing public on Chistmas day, in the way 
of a lacrosse game between ihe two 
rivals for championship honors—the 
Riverside and Los Angeles teams. 

There are no doubt a great many pe€o- 
ple in this city who have never seen 
@ game of lacrosse, and have not the 
least idea of the nature of the game. 
But in the way of explanation it is suf- 
ficient to say that not even football is 
a@ more exciting game. Lacrosse is one 
of the best spectator games ever in- 
vented. From the time the ball is put 
into play until a goal is made, there is

most exciting. It is the game _ of

start. 

The game on Christmas day at Ath- 
letic Park promises to be an excep- 
tionally good one, from the fact that 
both teams have been in daily prac- 
tice for more than a month past.

Of these the Occidental team has 
made by far the record and has 
‘been declared by \the Los Angeles 
Athletic Club to be the champions of 
Southern California. It has defended 
the title nobly by defeating every 
team with which it has played this 
season. 

At the beginning of the year the Oc- 
cidental beys were greatly handi- 
capped by having only seven men in 
the college that had ever played foot- 
ball, but in spite of this discouraging 
outlook training w begun and con- 
tipued with vigor through this season. 

Of the champions, “Little Lewis” 
Murray played the important position 
of left-end and played it well. He is 
one of the prettiest tacklers ever seen 
in this part of the country.

His habit is to pile on after the run- 
ner is down and.often hurts one of his 
own side. 
A. L. Randall is a good man at 
guard, but being light, he makes a much 
better tackler, which place he played 
in several games. He is quick and keeps 
his man out of the way, after getting 
through and tackling. He will doubt- 
less do better work next season, as this 
is his first year. J. Ramsaur played 
the all-important position of right 
tackle. He is small for the place, but 
is gritty and muscular. He has inva- 
riably had a heavy man to play against 
but has always taken care of his oppo- 
nent without difficulty, often tackling 
back of the line. Winthrop Blackstone, 
the team’s manager, played teft end 
and put up a good all-around game. He 
hits the line well and runs good inter- 
ference.

Reported Clandestine Meeting 
with His Former Wife—Constable 
Harry Johnston’s Mission in Life 
is to Fellow the Felon.

GERMS OF CONSUMPTION. 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE STATE 
BOARD OF HEALTH. 


A Cireular Prepared by That Body 
in Which the Most Approved 
Treatment of the Disease ts Pre-- 
sented in Popelar Languser. 


The State Board of Health has is- 
sued a circular treating of consump- 
tion, its restriction and prevention. 
The circular was prepared by Dr. J. 
R. Laine, secretary of the board, un- 
der direction of that body. The sub- 
ject is treated in what may be termed 
a popular style, technical medical 
terms being avoided. Dr 
Davisson, president of the board, has 
just received copies of the circular for 
distribution. 

The purpose of the issue is, as far as 
possible, to educate the public mind as 
. to the treatment of consumptive cases 
to the end that suitable legislation ap- 
plicable to such treatment may be se- 
cured, 


The. question is treated in the circu- 
lar in part as follows: 


consumption is the softening period of 
tubercle of the lunges. Tuberculosis 
may affect not only the lungs, but the 
glands of the neck, the kidneys, the 
spleen, the Intestinal glands, the large 
joints, the membranes of the brain, 
and other organs of the body, but it is 
with tuberculosis of the lungs, which 
is known as consumption, that this 
circular is intended to treat. 

“About one-seventh of all the deaths 
in the United States are due to tuber- 
culosis in some form, by far the greater 
number being from tubercle of the 
lungs, Known as consumption. 

CAUSE OF CONSUMPTION. 


“Tuberculosis is produced by the en- 
trance into the body of the germ of 
the disease, known as the bacillus tu- 
berculosis. This may reach the #sys- 
tem in dust-like particles of consump- 
tion sputa, or it may enter the system 
on particles of food, possibly In water 
and milk. The most common method 
is the inhalation of dust-like particles 
of the spittle of persons who suffer 
from consumption of the lungs. 

“A person occupying a room,-and be- 
Ing careless with the expectoration, 
spitting on the floor or on the sides of 
the walls of the room, is a fruitful 
source of danger. The sputum be- 
comes dry and friable, and separates 
into dust-like particles, like motes in 
the air, conveying germs. (which by 
drying have not lost their life) into the 
‘lungs of those who live in the same 


house. 
PREDISPOSITION. 


“Many people think that consump- 
tion is inherited, but the closest inves- 
tigation has shown that it is not in- 
herited, and that only the susceptibil- 
ity or lability to the diseags is inher- 
ited. Thus the children of a tuber- 
cular family do not necessarily in- 
herit the disease itself, but they in- 
herit the constitution, which, when ex- 
posed to the germ, furnishes 2 soil 
which propagates the disernse with 
great rapidity, and one after the other 
succumbs. Again, one member of the 
family, the father, for instance, may 
suffer from a slow form of consump- 
tion, due to an involvement, perhaps, 
of but a small portion of the lungs. 
By careless expectoration he may in- 
fect his children, who, belng suscept- 
ible, will die one after the other, while 
the father, the cause of all, continues 
to live. 

“A not infrequent manner of the germ 
of consumption reaching the system, 
is through the milk of twbercular cows. 
The milk from a cow that coughs or 
appears mangy and will not fatten 
should always be viewed with suspi- 
cion. It is better to scald all the milk 
used in the family. It is safer always 
to use milk frem healthy-looking cows 
only, and families should refuse to 
purchase milk from dairies that do not 
keep their animals in a clean ,yhealthy 
condition. 

“The use of tuberculous milk, whether 
from tuberculous cows or from nurs- 
ing a consumptive mother, is most dan- 
gerous when the child has small ulcers, 
commonly cailed canker sores, in the 
mouth and during the teething period, 
At such times the bacillus may enter 
the lining of the mouth and penetrate 
to the glands under the jaw and of the 
neck, resulting in swollen and suppu- 
rating glands, which gradually extend 
and break through the tissues, and are 
commonly called sercfulous ulcers of 
the neck, leaving unsightly scars that 
last during life. These glands in the 
neck are connected by small vessels, 


and suppurate. They extend down to- 
ward the apex of the lungs, and in that 
way reach the pulmonary ¢issue and 
result in infecting the lungs with the 
germs of consumpticn. 

“The breath of a consumptive person 
is not necessarily dangerous, as the 
germ is conveyed largely through the 
expectorated matter, which swarms 
with bacilli. Still, the expulsive effort 
to cough may act as an atomizer, ard 
for a moment throw germs into the 
air; but these being . moist, attach 
themselves to whatever they come in 
contact with and are not Ilable to be 
dangerous to others until they become 
detached as dried particles and capa; 
ble of floating in the air. , 

SELF-INFECTION. 

“A person swallowing the germs of 
tuberculosis is liable to self-infection: in 
other words, to add to his disease by 
swallowing his sputum. He may suf- 
fer from consumption of the lungs, 
from which it is not impossible for him 
to recover, but by carelessly breathing 
the germs which he has expectorated, 
he may infect portions of his lungs 
that are still sound, or he may, by 
swallowing the germs, cause tubercu- 
losis of the bowels, intestinal glands, or 
Other abdominal viscera. 

CONTAGION AND INFECTION. 


“When we speak of consumption as 
being contagious or infectious, we do 
not mean it in the same sense as small- 
pox, scarlatina or measles, fer it is 
possible to live alongside and with a 
consumptive person without acquiring 
the disease, if the proper precaution be 
taken to dispese of the sputa. Never- 
theless, we know that frequently per- 
sons suffering from this disease are 
very careless with their expectoration. 
This makes the habitations of such 
persons dangerous to cthers, and in the 
restriction and prevention of the 
spread of consumption we must render 
the sputum innocuous, by depriving 
the germs of life. 

PREVENTION, 


“In, order to prevent infection from 
consumption, discharges from tuber-

HYGIENE IN THE ROOM. 


“Carpets, in houses occupied by Gone 
Sumptive patients, are almost certaim 
io become lodging places for tubercwia# 
bacilli. It is better to place on the 
rugs which are not festened down, @e 
that they may be frequently taken ou@ 
of doors and exposed to the sun sna 
air. Neither the floor nor the rugs 
should be swept when dry. Dust of 
the furniture should be removed BF 
wiping with @ damp cloth, and tie 
cloth should be burned at once, 6F 
thoroughly bolled before drying. 

“Body and bed linen should alwaye 
be boiled in the process of washing= 
The room of the patient should Be 
lerge and sunny, and the surface of tie 
walls smooth, 
come attached. The curtains should te 
of some fabric which can be washed 
in boiling water. The floor should be 
wexed or covered with oilcloth or ino 
leum, and, as stated before, better #6 
have mats that cen be taken out of 
doors than to have carpets. 

“Well persons should not sieep in @ 
room recently occupied by a consumpe 
tive; in fact, they should not occupy 
such a room at all until it is disinfected 
by washing the side welis, doors, and 
all woodwork, including furniture, with 
soap and water, and then with a solu 
tion of one to a thousand of corrosive 
sublimate; even dishes, knives, forks, 
and snoons used by consuamptives 
should be scalded before being used. 

“In some cities the local board of 
health undertakes to disinfect, free of 
charge, rooms which have been occw- 
pied by consumptive patients, when rée 
quested to do so. 

“The precautions to be taken by those 
who are predisposed to consumption 


“First—Do not live in a damp locak 
ity. in a damp house, nor in a house 
a a damp or foul cellar or surround- 
ngs. 

“Second—Do not live in a house with 
defective plumbing or bad drainage. 

“Third—Do not frequent crowded or 
badly-ventilated assembly-rooms, ner 
sleep in close apartments. 

“Fourth—Adopt an out-of-doors oc 
cupation, so as to live tn the open alr. 

“Fifth—Avoid as much as possible ev- 
erything that tends to depress; all ex- 
cesses should be avoided; and keep free 
from anxiety and mental and physical 
over-work. 

“These causes, by placing the sys- 
tem below par, render the persons less 
capable of resisting the disease (if ex- 
posed to the germs,) in such a way as 
to bring About the development of con- 
sumption. 

IN PUBLIC HOUSES. 

*“‘Boarding-houses, hotels and. sani- 
taria in salubrious regions where con- 
sumptives are accustomed to gather 
for the benefit of the locality and pure 
air, should be provided with rooms 
especially set apart for the use of con- 
sumptive patients. These rooms should 
possess all the necessary equipments of 
a hospital; they should not only be 
well ventilated with light, sun and air, 
but the woodwork should be such as to 
be readily cleansed. There should be @ 
total absence of hangings and draper 
les: the walls, if papered, should be 
with glazed paper and varnished, so.as 
to be washed. The floor should be filled 
with wax or paraffine, and the bedstead 
metallic. The conveniences of bath and 
closets should be modern. Scrupulougs 
cleanliness should be observed. 

“Such rooms would be no more €i 
pensive than ordinarily-furnished 
rooms, and would render the presence 
of consumptive persons free from dam- 
ger to those who are in health. 

“All boarding-houses and hotels, as 
well as residences of the rich and well- 
to-do, should be provided with hospital 
rooms, so that is scarlatina, measles, 
diphtheria, or such like infectious dis- 
eases should break out in the house 1% 

atient and separate fa es, 
anthing of the danger to such ‘patieng 
from epforced removal, and to others 
by exposure to the discane during 
process of removal. 

CONCLUSION. 

“In conclusion, the State Board of 

Héalth earnestly urge that whene- 
ever a patient has reached the second 
or third stage of consumption, indicated 
by a daily rise of fever, with night 
sweats, copious expectoration of puru- 
lent matter, with perhaps swelling of 
the ankles, and diarrhea, that it is nog 
only folly, but criminal to send him 
away for the benefit of climate. Let 
such patient have the comforts af 
home, if there be such comforts for the 
patient. Let him remain where he can 
not spread the disease; and when he 
has passed away, let him be buried 
with Mittle delay, or what would be far 
better, the body should be cremated, 


further injury. 

“The habit of travel that consump- 
tive people have, tends more than @f 
else to spread the disease, by making 
Lt possible to acquire it through am in- 
creased number of foci or points were 
it exists. 

“When the disease has reached the 
stage above described, the patient will 
surely die, and death is then @ Gone 
summation devoutly to be wished, evem 
by the patient; therefore, kindly end im 


tion, but firmly and unyieldingly imaier 
that he shall not endanger those wicm 
he loves best, by careless expectoration. 
Let him be instructed in this regard by 
his a'tttending physician, by his friends, 
by his neighbors, and by the Health Offi, 
cer, if necessary, until his co-operation 
and the co-operation of those who care 
for him, are secured beyond a question. 

“Until public opinion demands legal 
restriction of persoms affected with con- 
sumption, the instruction and educa- 
tion of the public as to its infectious 
nature, and how to restrict it, are al 
that can be done. - 


MEDICAL TREATMENT. 

“The medical treatment of patients 
afflicted with consumption should be 
left entirely to the attending physiclam 
It is mot in the province of preventive 
disease circulars to indicate the medical 
treatment of the sick. These rules are 
for the guidance and instruction of the 
people ‘who have to care for the af 
flicted.”’

Said 
the speaker: “The world slept; the 
world was tired; it had borne upon its 
bosom, processional excitements, tu- 
mults, conflicts, expectations, realized, 
but not satisfied. It had grown weary 
under the impression that its best life 
was wasted; its religions lacke4 soul; it 
had been marching after leaders whose 
striding led no whither. The world 
needed sleep before such a day as was 
about to break. 3 

“The sun had sunk to rest, just as it 
had on other days, as it usually does 
on the eve of great epochs. Bethlehem 
was a little place, but like many an- 
other, it was big enough for a great 
event. The morning and the day fol- 
lowing it was apparently eventless, s4ve 
to a little company, quickly scattered. 
The earth and the stars rolled on in 
silence—there was no suspicion that 
the drama of the ages was about to 
open, But the Infinite was awake. Celes- 
tial intelligences w awake. Ah! 
what a night was that! with its angel 
songs,its shepherd’s vision,and the mag- 
net star which drew the wise men from 
their far country! And what @ morn- 
ing whose sunset is not yet!” 

“And what came to humanity on 
such a night? The sweetest, strongest, 
most symmetrical and only 
character which has ever appeared in 
human form, a Redeemer in whose com- 
ing all prophecy was fulfilled, the cen- 
tral figure of all history. However that 
character came, from whatever it 
sprang, by whatever it was molded, the 
life that was born into the flesh on 


that night, and grew into beauty and 


power, has stayed with: men, a living 
memory, a divine force. To the deep 
thought of mankind it comes as the 
highest type of the heroic, the patient, 
the pure, the gentle; the benevolent, 
the manly, the truth-bringer; one who 
would make complete the incomplete, 
and bring out the best in the men and 
women about him. 

“That character was not the product 
of those times. The atmosphere of the 
days of Herod and Pilate did not gener- 
ate such qualities and spirit as 
abounded and culminated in Him. Of 
the returning anniversaries which com- 
memorate the birth of any other none 
is so widely, so magnificently celebrated 
as is that of the night on which the 
angels sang in their illuminated flight 
above the hills of Judea, Jesus Christ 
is so opulent with his gifts, so trans- 
cendent in His words and _ works, 
so unique in His life and death, that 
he receives universal honors, His name 
eclipses other names; as noonday, in its 


excess of light, obliterates that of the 
stars.”” 


“That night brought a new hopeful- 
ness to man. AS men Move away from 
God a somber light ‘begins to gather 
over human life. Before the coming 
of the Messiah men questioned if life 
was worth the living, and suicide was 
openly taught by the representatives 
of paganism. Good men even in 
Christian lands grow. desperate and 
wish that they were dead; but this is 
not Christian philosophy. From that 
cradle in the manger there came new 
reasons for living; a new dignity. and 
a divine meaning to human life, and 
with it @ new sacredness and a new 
significance. In the rays of light which 
broke upon the world in ‘the birth of 
Christ there came the assurance that 
there is a Supreme Intelligenece out- 
side of this world that careth for us; 


that this earth, with its company of’ 


human persons, whatever may be the 
grandeur of this cosmos, is not alone, 
rolling through a vast, silent, deserted 
universe. There is terrible desolate- 
ness in the thought that there may be 
no answering heart, responsive hand, 
or replying voice, or other life than our 
own in the awful reaches of space or 
on the countless worlds above us, 
where a sou), with its anchorage lost, 
might drift forever.” 

“It inspires, also, anew hope for 
man in the assurance that ‘this Su- 
preme Intelligence is worthy of his 
highest possible regard. Love, in- 
pired by the lofty and worthy, is 
always hopeful, and is never at its 
best except when commanded by a 
Being of the highest worth. 

“And there is hopefulness for man 
in the fact this divine life made mani- 
fest that he is worth the attention of 
this Supreme Intelligence. The fact 
that ‘God so loved the world’ is insep- 
erable from the fact that God found 
in man a sufficient ground for such 
love as led Him to give His son that 
he ‘might not perish but have ever- 
lasting life.’ God’s love for man, drawn 
out by the worth, the loVable which 
the Infinite eye perceives in man, is a 
distinctive feature of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ. To feel that He cares 
for me because I am precious to Him, 
that He wants my love for the value 
He finds in it, changes all my relations 
and feelings toward Him. It throws a 
radiance over all that centers in me, 
over all that enters into my 4ife, over 
even that which wearies and disap- 
points me. 

“Through Him whose birth is mad 
memorable by this Christmas anni- 
versary there comes a motive of new 
and ennobling power. The Ten Com- 
mandments were proclaimed amid the 
reverberating thunders of Sinai. There 
was need then as now for a tremend- 
ous “Thou shalt not.’ Let the thunder 
of authority continue -to reverberate 
in the audience of the ages. Mean- 
while, there has come through the 
Son of Man a greater motive, more 
persuasive, more blessed. It is that 
which moves to action, love to God 
and a loving appreciation of what God 
loves in man. That motive will move 
me to the grandest and most constant 
missionary spirit, to a passion for 
bringing priceless men to Christ and 
a loving Christ to men. 

“That birth-night in Bethlehem 
brought to the world a new trend of 
history, to institutions, to movements, 
the softening of asperities, the ennob- 
ling of the arts, the illumination of 
song and poetry. Brightness was 
brought into millions of hearts sand 
homes and into dark lands of heathen- 
ism. And what throngs are this morn- 
ing in the home of our God, redeemed, 
glorified through what came in the ad- 
vent of the Messiah on that quiet night 
in the city of Bethlehem”

TESTY TENNESSERANS. 


ARE OUT OF HUMOR WITH GOV. 
MWKINLEY. 


What Their Grievance is—Southern 
Men Want the Vice-Presidency 
and the Patronage—The Bill- 
writing Industry—A President 
Hash-house Keeper. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—I was talk- 
ing to a group of prominent Southern 
Republican Congressmen. There were 
two from Tennessee, one from North 
Carolina, .one from Kentucky and one 
from Maryland in the party, and a few 
interesting facts were gleaned. As is 
known, the Tennessee delegation is very 
angry with Maj. McKinley because the 
Ohio delegation went into the combine 
and thus defeated “Bill” Tipton of the 
corn-cracker State for doorkeeper of the 
House. So- much incensed were they 
that the Knoxville Journal took Mc- 
Kinley’s name from the top of its edi- 
torial columns, where it had been dis- 
played for’ seyeral months. In connec- 
tion with the choice of St. Louis as a 
place to hold ‘tthe national convention it 
was stated that it would be cheaper 
for the Southern delegiates. This lkat- 
ter was taken as an insult by the 
Southerners, who claim that they are 
by no means poverty-stricken, and, af- 
ter some wrathy comments, the delegua- 
tion began to discuss politics in general. 
“The South is no longer solidly Demo- 
cratic,” said Representative Foster V. 
Brown of Tennessee. “With the right 
kind of a candidate Tennessee can 
safely be counted upon to go into tthe 
Republican column, but we need en- 
couragement. Our people are tired of 
misrule, and will say so in no uncer- 
tain tones at the ballot-box. What we 
‘want is a candidate for Vice-President 
from the South, and we will carry it 
The South can unite upon Hon. H. Clay 
Evans of Tennessee.”’ 

Representative McCall of Tennessee 
indorsed all that his colleague had saiu, 
and Representative Walter Evans of 
Kentucky said: “There is no question 
that Kentucky is Republican upon a 
fair count, and the result of the last 
election will be repeated next year, and 
I agree that the South should have a 
Vice-Presidential candidate upon which 
all can unite, and we have one in the 
person of Gov. William Bradley. He is 
one of the ablest and most magnetic of 
men, and the best.stump speaker in the 
country.”’ 

Here the Representative from North 
Carolina chimed in: “Well, my State is 
Republican if it has a fair chance, and 
we are with you for a Southern man on 
the ticket. But the only man who can 
ey all of the factions is Judge 


Then a voice came from a corner: “I'd 
like to know what’s the matter with 
Elkins?” and Representative Welling- 
ton of Maryland remarked: “It seems to 
me that Gov. Loundes is very much in 
that race.” Then Representative Mc- 
Call of Tennessee said: Well, whoever 
gets the Southern vote should be made 
to agree to give the South its proper 
share of patronage.” And that is about 
what the Southern delegates will re- 
quire. The reports of defection against 
Maj. McKinley in the land of 
magnolias, on account of the defeat of 
Tipton, have only been started as a 
bluff to obtain promises of patronage. 
The fact is that “Bill” Tipton is not 
an idol in Tennessee by any means. 
He is a big-hearted man, whom people 
like, but who, with the exception of a 
term in the Legislature, has never been 
able to obtain an elective office. He 


was appointed marshal of the Eastern* 


district of Tennessee, in which he made 
a reputation for having more deputies, 
doing less work himself, and telling 
the best anecdotes of any man who 
ever held the office. He runs a small 
weekly newspaper and has for many 
years wanted the empty honor of a 
Congressional nomination in a district 
hopelessly Democratic. When it be 
came doubtful, his candidacy was not 
even taken seriously. The*defeated 
editor, William Rule of the Knoxville 
Journal, in despair at never being able 
to obtain a nomination, made an inde- 
pendent race for Congress and failed 
to carry a precinct in the entire dis- 
trict. It is not probable that these 
men will change the State much.

Take seven or eight pounds of the 
leg of beef. Cover with cold water in 
a soup kettle. Put a tablespoonful salt 
to each half-galion of water. Heat 
slowly. Skin carefully. Put in the ket- 
tle two large carrots, two turnips, two 
onions, one head celery, three -whole 
cloves, sprig of parsley, two young 
leeks, one-half teaspoonful pepper corn, 
one bunch soup herbs. Stew . very 
gently and constantly for four or five 
hours. The meat may be used. with 
the vegetables for dinner, draining off 
the soup fer another day. Strain and 
serve hot.

The State Board of Health has issued 
a circular which treats of the restric- 
tion of consumption and the preven- 
tion of the disease.

The 
points urged are worthy of serious con- 
sideration. 


The Soldiers’ Home near Santa Mon- 
ica is now lighted by electricity. A 
complete plant has been put in, and 
by the end of the year will operate 
eleven hundred lamps, supplying all the 
barracks, public buildings and private 
and executive residences of the home. 
The main dynamo is of the direat con- 
nection pattern, a neat, compact bit of 
machinery, weighing, with the engine, 
16,000 pounds, and cost the home a 
round $3000. 


Christmas is drawing on apace and 
the busy pickpocket is abroad among 
the Christmas shoppers, seeKing whose 
purse he may make way with. “Hands 
on your pocketbooks and hold them 
tight,” is the advice, the Chief of Po- 
lice gives at this season. He also 
warns people to lock their doors and 
windows securely when going away 
from home to attend Christmas exer- 
cises or engage in holiday festivities. 
It is much easier to prevent thievery 
than to recover property that has been 
stolen. 


The arrival of the receiver of the 
San Diego Land and Town Company at 
National City is thought to be of much 
importance to many ranchers holding 
land under the Sweetwater irrigation 
eystem. That company proposes rais- 
ing the water rates of these ranchers 
on January 1, 1896, from the present an- 
nual rate of $3.50 per acre to $7 per 
acre. The ranchers propose to fight 
the increase to the bitter end in the 
courts, and it is believed that the con- 
test may lead to a development of the 
interpretation of the watcr laws of 
this State which will affect large in- 
terests throughout this commonwealth.

Friends of the home will be welcome to 
help cheer the 160 youngsters.

GOBLINS PURSUED HIM. 


P. S&S. DAYTON’S MAD LEAP TO’ ES- 
CAPE FANCIED DANGER. 


He Jumped from the Third Story of 
a House with Nothing on but His 
Night-clothes—Received Painfel 
bat Not Serious Injurics. 


The goblins were after Patrick 58. 
Dayton Saturday night, and in order 
to escape them he jumped from the 
third story of a building at No. 742% 
South Spring. He was not killed, as 
he might easily have been, but he re- 
ceived injuries which will probably 
confine him to the hospital for a few 
weeks. 

No one knows precisely what was 
the cause of Dayton’s hallucination, 
but his actions indicated that he had 
been drinking, and had an attack of 
delirium tremens. Between 2 and 3 
o’clock Sunday morning he went to 
his room on the third floor of the 
house where he lodged. A man in-an 
adjoining room heard cries and a 
crash, caused by the breaking of a 
lamp chimney. Thinking some one 
had upset a lamp and possibly set the 
house afire, he lit his own lamp and 
started to investigate. When he 
reached the hall he saw Dayton com- 
ing out of his room with nothing on 
but his night clothes, and exclaiming, 
“Oh, Lord, have mercy on me! Lord 
save 

“What's the matter with you?” asked 
the man with the lamp. 

“They are in there, and I can’t get 
my clothes away from them. Oh, God, 
help me! What shall I do?” 

“T’ll help you to get your clothes,” 
said the other man. “Come along 
with me.” 

Dayton followed him into the room, 
“Why, there’s no one here,” said the 
rescuer. 

“Yes, there is. Don’t you see them 
there,”’ exclaimed Dayton as he pointed 
to his own reflection and that of the 
other man in the mirror of the dresser. 

“Never mind them; they are your 
friends, and won't hurt you. Now go 
to bed and cover up. Your clothes are 
safe and so are you.” 

With this assuring advice Dayton’s 
fellow-lodger withdrew with the lamp, 
which he still had in his hand. He had 
noticed that Dayton had a wild, des- 
perate look in hhis eyes and was afraid 
the madman, for such he appeared to 
be, would jump upon him, break the 
lamp and set the house afire. He thére- 
fore hastened back to his own room to 
make pfeparations to call help to pre- 
vent Dayton from doing any violence. 

Scarcely had he left him, before Day- 
ton again rushed into the hall, clad 
only in his underclothes. Screaming as 
though he was pursued by the furies 
the madman ran to the rear of the hall, 
where he found further retreat barred 
by a locked door. But Dayton is a 
powerful man, and fear lent him addi- 
tional strength. He threw himself 
against the door, and beat the ‘windows 
in it with his Hands until he broke out 
the sash and made his escape to the 
rear porch. 

There being no rear stairway by 
which to continue his flight, he ran to 
the end of the porch and jumped down 
to the roof of the adjoining two-story 
building. The tin roof resounded with 
the crash of his weight as he landed 
full length upon it. He picked himself 
up, and, scampering along the roof like 
a cat to the front of the building, he 
leaped over the cornice to the cement 
sidewalk, about twenty-five feet below. 
There, stunned and bleeding, he flay 
until people in the house who had heard 
his cries and bumping, qaime to the 
rescue. | 

He was a large man and could not 
be moved by those who first found 
him. Bedclothes were brought tocover 
his nakedness and protect him from the 
chill night air, while news of the acci- 
dent was telephoned to the Police Sta- 
tion. The patrol wagon had been out 
for some time responding to a call from 
Main and Washington streets, but for- 
tunately was returning past tthe spot 
where the injured man lay, a few min- 
utes after his fall. He was lifted into 
the wagon and conveyed to the Receiv- 
ing Hospital, arriving there at 3:15 a.m. 

“Send for a priest, quick. Send for 
a priest,”’ was all he ‘would say as he 
lay on the operating table, and he kept 
repeating this until Dr. Ainsworth ¢r- 
rived and assured him that he was not 
dangerously hurt. 

A badly bruiged ankle amd cuts and 
bruises on his arms caused by breaking 
the window were all the outward signs 
of irjury. He complained of pain in his 
chest. and was probably hurt internally. 
Yesterday he was sent to the County 
Hospital, where last evening he was 
reported resting easily and quite recov- 
erod mentally. 

Dayton is editor of the Los Angeles 
Business Review, a small manthly pa- 


|per devoted principally to advertise- 


ments. He is an Irishman about 42 
years old, unmarried and apparzntly a 
man of good habits, although some of 
his fellow-lodgers thought he drank 
sometimes. He had evidently heen 
drinking pretty heavily Saturday night. 

An interesting incident connected 
with the affair was that a brindle fe- 
male bulldog, belonging to a man living 
in the neighborhood, went to the injured 
man’s side as soon as he had jumped 
off the roof and constituted herself his 
body-guard. She followed the wagon 
to the Receiving Hospital and accom- 
panied the patient inside, where the 
faithful animal remained until she was 
forcibly removed. 


INHALED CHLOROFORM. 


Mrs. Carrie Clark’s Death—Suicide 
or Accident. 

Mrs. Carrie Clark, a widow 33 or 34 
years of age, was found dead in bed 
yesterday morning at No. 37 West 
Seventh street under circumstances that 
might warrant the conclusion tha: she 
committed suicide, although it may Be 
that she had no thought of taking her 
own life. 

The dead woman, when discovered, 
had in her hand 2 cup of ch’oroform., 
Which she was _ho:ding to her nostriis. 
She iay on her side and under 142r face 
was a rag saturated with chloroform. 
While this would indicate that she con- 
templated suicide, the landlaly and 
others, who knew her, say she was in 
the habit of inhaling the deadly nar- 
cotic in order to relieve her from nerv- 
ous headaches. It may be that she was 
seeking relief of this kind on this oc- 
casion and was overcome by the fumes 
of the drug before she realized her dan- 
ger. 

Mrs. Clark lived alone in a tments 
in the Lankershim flats and bore an 
exceHent reputation. She was by otcu- 
pation an advertisement solicitor for 
the Park Gazette, an advertising; sheet 
distributed gratuitously at Westlake 
Park. So far as known she had no mo- 
tive for committing suicide: 

The remains were removed to Kreg- 
elo & Bresee’s, where an inquest will be 


held as soon as the witnesses can, be as- 
sembled.

just begun,

SUNDAY WAS A QUIET DAY IN THE 
QUAKER CITY. 


Mayor Warwick Rent on Having the 
Law Maintained at Any Cost—A 
Small Army of New Men are Con- 
fined — Weilsh’s Statement — New 
York Tatliors. 


(PGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 22.—At a late 
hour tonight the strike situation was 
apparently unchanged, but the air was 
full of all kinds of rumors. No attempt 
Was made to run cars, the authorities 
fearing violence from the etrikers' sym- 
pathizers, who were idle today. Many 
conferences were held on both sides, 
but no statements were given out. The 
strikers had uniformed men in all parts 
of the city soliciting subscriptions from 
door to door, and it is said the aggre- 
gate collections run into high figures. 
What effort will be made tomorrow in 
the way of running cars cannot be as- 
certained, but an uneasy feeling exists 
for what may result if any aré made. 

Mayor Warwick tonight issued the 
following statement: “As matters stand, 
my duties as the chief executive officer 
are to preserve the peace and order of 
the city, and I will, with all the force 
at my command, and, if necessary, I 
will bring to my assistance all the force 
that, under the law, can be brought into 
requisition, be it State or national. Life 
and property shall be protected by the 
strong arm of the law. Lawlessness is 
anarchy, and that will not be rermit- 
ted under any circumstances.” 

At the West Philadelphia station of 
the Market-street line a small army of 
new men are confined. They were 
brought here from Boston and other 
New England cities, to take the places 
of the strikers. Soon after their ar- 
rival one man became dissatisfied and 
left. To the strikers he said that all 
the men woild leave, but that they 
were practically prisoners. They claim 
they were led to believe they were 
wanted to open a new trolley line here, 
and, upon learning the truth, became 
disgusted and wanted to leave, but they 
were not permitted. The Boston man 
declared that he had to fight his way 
through a crowd of traction employees 
to reach the door. The strikers aver 
they will take legal steps to secure the 
men’s release. 

President Welsh tonight issued a 
lengthy statement to the public. It re- 
iterates the company’s determination 
to ignore any outside organization, 


and lays the blame for the strike and 


its consequences on parties who had no 
connection with the company. Then 
Welsh rehearses the events of the past 
few days, deploring the violence and ex- 
plaining the inability of the company 
-to discharge the 1000 new men they 
have taken on since the strike begun. 
The Executive Committee of the strik- 
ers was in session all the afternoon, and 
tonight sent a sub-committee of five 
employees to confer with General 
Manager Veectam. Attorney Steven- 
son instructed them to use _ their 
best efforts to effect a settlement 
tonight, and if thy failed, to try to 
make arrangements for arbitration to- 
morrow. 
John Wanamaker called on the Mayor 
tonight and was in conference with him 
for a long time. Many of the promi- 
ment clergymen of the city discussed 
the strike from the pulpit today, and 
while deploring violence, were almost 
unanimous in upholding the demands 
of the men and condemning the action 
of the company. Tonight Henry F. 
Graham of Brooklyn, who was brought 
here to work, made an affidavit stating 
that the company is offering the new 
men $2.50 per day, while they refuse to 
pay the old ones $2. 
Strike meetings were held throughout 
the city during the day, but tonight 
the most of them attended divine serv- 


ice. 

The strike leaders asserted tonight 
that fully two thousandpeople have 
promised not to ride on cars of the 
company and had contributed to the 
funds solicited today. Between $7000 
and $8000 had been realized up to mid- 
night and contributions were still com- 
ing in. The conferences at Manager 
Beetam’s office lasted four hours, Then 
the committee of employees returned to 


headquarters and went into session 


with the Executite Committee of the 
Amalgamated Association and Presi- 
dent Mahon. 
GOING BY THE CARD. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—Whatever 
hope may have existed on Saturday for 
a speedy and aatisfactory settlement 
o the tailors’ strike was dispelled by 
the action of the Clothing Contractors’ 
Mutual Protective Association. The 
contractors virtually decided to make 
the present trouble the d®:'isive strug 
gle between themselves and their em- 
ployees and bade defiance to the board 
of walking delegates. The contractors 
held an afternoon and evening meeting, 
which was attended by 300 contractcrs. 
Reports of committees claiming that 
every contractor was loyal to the as- 
sociation were received with cheers and 
when President Marks stated that the 
following card had been hung up in 
every contractor's shop in New York, 
Brooklyn, Jersey City and Brownsville. 
the meeting became very enthusiastic: 
The card reads: 


“RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

“This shop is open for such employ- 
ees as will suit our work. 

“No shop chairman or walking dele- 
gate admi‘*ted here. 

“Working hours from 7 a.m. to 12 m. 
and from 1 p.m. to 6 p.m, daily. : 

" “All employees must be at their re- 

spective places on time. 


“Any one ten minutes late snall not 
start at work before a quarter of a 


day. 

“All hands hired by the day only 

“Payday each Monday. 

“The proprietor is the only boss of 
this shop and the management is under 
his control. 

“By order— — —”. : 

Bach contractor signed the card and 
pledged the association to observe it 
to the letter. 

The strikers passed a quiet day, 
mostly in Orchard street, where they 
discussed the strike and the new novel 
aspect given to it by the issuance of 
the contractors’ card. Several meet- 
ings will be held by the strikers in 
Washington and Walhalla halls tomor- 
row. They held no meetings today.

Our Flimsy Fire-traps. 


(Harper's Weekly:) Paris, with its 
population of 2,447,957, suffered from 
1104 fires in 1894, while New York, with 
1,801,739 inhabitants was afflicted by 
4075 fires during the same period. The 
Parisian fires caused a loss of $1,083.- 
672.60 (f.5,418,363,) while New York's 
loss was not less than $4,208,553. Dur- 
ing the same year there were eight 
lives lost through fires in Paris, against 
about twenty in New York. This fig- 
ure is not given definitely, because it is 
mot included in the statistics of the 
New York fire department for 1894. 
The Tenement-house Committee’s re- 
port shows that fifteen were killed and 
meventy-two injured in tenement-houses 
jflone in the year ending June 30, 1894, 
‘ana during the eight months of 


committee’s existence (from May to 
December inclusive) sixteen were killed 
in tenemeat-houses. 

The total cost of the Parisian fire 
brigadé for 1894 was $521,729 (f.2,608,645,) 
while New York's department cost the 
city the tremendous sum of $2,268,742.40, 
and it is probably true that there has 
been less extravagance in the fire de- 
partment of New York than there has 
been in most of the city enterprises. 
The cost of the department is great, 
because the city needs an organization 
fitted to battle with an extraordinary 
condition. 

The difference in the manner of.con- 
struction of buildings in Paris.and in 
New York is responsible for the differ- 
ence in the two cities’ losses by fire 
and in the cost of their fire depart- 
ments. In Paris, while the buildings 
are not “fire-proof’” in the American 
acceptance of the term, they are of 
such solid and substantial construction 
that they are slow to catch fire and 
slow to burn. New York—indeed, al- 
most every American city—is built so 
filmsily that fires start easily, and find 
inflammable matter so ready to feed 
upon that they spread with rapidity 
that is sometimes almost inconceivable. 

Careful investigation by the Tene- 
ment-house Committee showed that at 
present the cost of constructing a fire- 
proof building is only about 10 per 
cent. greater than the cost of building 
a structure of the old inflammable 
style, and that the added solidity of 
the better form of construction so de- 
creases the cost of repairs and future 
maintenance that this difference is still 
further lessened. 

If New York were so built that she 
lost as little by fire in the course of 
each ‘year as does Paris, and paid as 
little for protection, she would have 
saved in 1894 alone $4,871,893.80—the dif- 
ference between Paris's loss and expen- 
diture of $1,605,401.60 and New York's 
loss and expenditure of $6,477,295.40. 
This sum, at 6 per cent., would pay in- 
terest on $8,160,422,115. Eight billions 
would go a great way toward making 
every building in New York city fire- 
proof. The man who would suggest 
such an operation would not unwisely 
be caNed mad, but it is not useless to 
call attention to the fact. ~ 

New York cannot.avolid the penalties 
for her past shortsightedness, but she 
can avoid similar shortsightedness in 
the future. Flimsy and cheap con- 
struction is not economical; it is the 
most éxpensive in the end.

All Armenians Who Did Not Flee to 
the Mountains Masancred by 
Tarke—The Porte Claims Mussul- 
man Villages Have Been At- 
tacked.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from London says the Tele- 
graph publishes a dispatch from Vienna 
saying it is reported that Mustapha 
Pasha, commanding: a Turkish force, 
has captured the town of Zeitoun. 
which was some time ago taken by 
insurgent Armenians, and that he has 
massacred all the Armenians in the 
place who did not make their escape to 
the mountains. 

MUSSULMANS RAIDED. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—The Turk- 

ish legation received from the Sublime 


Porte the following telegram under to- 
day’s date: “The insurgents of Zeitoun 
attacked the Mussulman village of 
Mehil, killed and burned two men, five 
women and three children, and carried 
away the cattle and the things belong- 
ing to the inhabitants. The survivors 
fled to Kenksonn. With the exception 
of .Zeitouh perfect order reigns in the 
whole erpire.”’

INSURGENTS TWICE DEFEATED 
WITH HBAVY LOSSES, 


First Report of the Engagement

HAVANA, Dec. 22.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Official advices from Colon of the 
engagement with the insurgents which 
was reported yesterday exclusively to 
the Associated Press, as taking place 
near Ajuica, as far as received, convey 
the impression that they were not of 
importance and that the insurgents got 
the worst of them. 
Gen. Navarro, who was reported as 
leaving Colon for the relief of the Span- 
ish forces, encountered the insurgents 
at the plantation of Antilla. He fol- 
lowed the insurgents upon their retreat 
and overtook them at the plantation 
Alava, the canefield of which was burn- 
ing. Here a flerce fight occurred and the 
insurgents were dispersed with heavy 
loss, The number of soldiers killed was 
seventeen. ‘ 
The official reports from the scene say 
the force now invading Matanzas num- 
bers 9000, and that they have carried 
away many of their dead and wounded. 
The loss of the troops is stated to be 


insignificant. The canefields of Agua- 
dita are burning.

A Grape-grower’s Views. 


(Santa Rosa Republican:) There has 
been a great deal of talk and much 
has been printed relative to raising the 
standard of quality of California wines, 
so as to have wines of a finer type, 
especially of red wines, to compete suc- 
cessfully with the higher grade of Eu- 
ropean clarets. It is well known that 
in the past quantity, not quality, has 
been the first consideration; also that 
our wines have been generally of poor 
quality to that extent that at last the 
name of California wines was enough 
to-prevent further sales except at ruin- 
ous prices even for a poor article. Then 
came a reaction toa limited extent and 
the worst wines were distilled, etc. All 
conterned have felt the necessity of 
improving the quality of the wines, and 
then came the advice to plant the finer 
types of grapes, which some few have 
done to their loss. There is no encour- 
agement given to the grape-growers to 
plant the best varieties of grapes, for 
the grower gets more for the poorer 
class of grapes, as will be shown here- 
after. Quantity instead of quality con- 
tinues to be the ruling desire. It may 
pay (?) the grape-grower, who is also 
a wine-maker, to plant the finer varie- 
ttes to blend with other grapes deficient 
in aroma, bouquet, etc., provided he has 


good wines and are willing t» pay for 
them, but it is very doubtful if a pay- 
ing price can be had from the trade to 
pay him for the trouble and extra ex- 
pense. As proof that it does not pay 
the grape-grower to plant the finer va- 
rieties, the following is submitted: 
The writer, as well as a few others, 
grafted a few acres to Cabernet Sau- 
vignon, which represents the highest 
type of Bordeaux claret. Unfortunately 
it is a very shy bearer, even with long 
pruning. The are very smal] 
and those of t second crop so small 
and scattered it does not pay to pick 
them. The vine requires long pruning 
and trellising on wires, and is more ex- 
pensive to cultivate. It also costs more 


. than double to pick the crop than Zin- 


fandels, for instance. The yield of the 
vines_is so light it is safe to say that 
the same age vine of Zinfandel will 
yield fully three times the amount of 
Notwithst ding th 
otw anding the well-known valu 

of the Cabernet Sauvignon for blending 
purposes, the highest offer the writer 
could obtain this season was 50 cents 
per ton over and above the price paid 
for Zinfandel, etc. This offer has been 
the same’ the past three seasons, except 
one when he had an offer of $1 per ton 
more. An offer was made this season 
by one of our largest -wine-makers, a 


difference of $2 per ton, viz, $13 for Zin- 


fandel and $15 for Cabernet Sauvignon, 


but as the market price for Zinfan 
was $14.50 per ton (and higher) this seat 
only a difference of 50 cents per ton 
One of the local buyers of grapes stated 
that he could not afford to pay any 
higher price for the finer varieties of 
stapes, such as Cabernet Sauvignon 
because the wine dealers would not 
give one cent a gallon more for the 
wine.

bearing. It is not likely the grape-buy- 
ers and winemakers will ever pay this 
price, owing to the fact that they can- 
not sell the wine at a fair price to the 
wine merchant who only wants it all 
as has been proven in the past. 
« The grape-grower is called wpon to 
plant the finer vareties of grapes so 
that the quality of the wine can be 
improved, but he must do it at his own 
loss end expense. Without doubt, all 
that is printed regarding improving the 
vine emanates from the wine mer- 
chant. Instead of combining to make 
the price of grapes and wine below the 
cost of production, if they went better 
wines for their trade, let them exam- 
ine into the cost of making them from 
the growers’ point of view, and decide 
on paying a compensating price. The 
writer has no faith in their doing this, 
and he cannot afford to only receive, 
say, $12.50 per acre, instead of $39.75. 
There is no other course to pursue than 
to graft out the finer varieties and 
retain the inferior ones.

Twenty-five years ago 1,200,000 boxes of 
raisins were shipped from that Spanish 
province to the United States. Last 
year the shipment was only 31,734 boxes. 
A quarter of a century ago 264,000 acres 
were under cultivation in grapes; now 
not more than -60,000 are free from the 
dreaded phylloxera; 100,000 acres of 
vines have been partially destroyed, 
and 100,000 wholly ruined. Twenty-five 
varieties have entirely disappeared. 

Such is the dismal] statement com- 
municated by United States Consul 
David N. Burke to the Department of 
State of Washington. The vine-grow- 
ing industry of Malaga, which dates 
back to the time when Spain was a 
province of Rome, is a complete wreck. 
What the phylloxera insect has failed 
to accomplish toward its ruin has been 
done by the rivalry of the vineyards 
of California. Few of the grapes of 
Malaga are now exported, and none of 
them are sert to the United States. This 
is a pity, for the raisins of that climate. 
‘and soil are the finest in the world. 
An American variety of vine called the 
“riparia,”” was introduced about five 
years ago, and has proved capable of 
withstanding the phylloxera to some 
extent. It is employed by grafting the 
famous “musecatel’” upon the root of 
the “riparia,” says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 

The culture of the vine in Malaga is 
by no means scientific. In fact, the 
methods adopted are very primitive, 
and nothing has been done to stop the 
insect plague. The phylloxera bug has 
gone on destroying vineyard after vine- 
yard, until the acreage of healthy vines 
is' now only about one-fourth of whar 
it was twenty-five years ago. But for 
the intreduction of the American “ri- 
paria,” grape-growing in the province 
would be at an end and raisin-making 
would have practically disappeared.

(Fullerton Tribune :)The large profits that have 
been made from wa!nutsin Southern California 
during the past counle of years have turned 
the attention of many horticulturists in this 
direction, and there are likely to be large 
orchards planted during the next few years. 
Nearly thirty carloads were shipped from Ful- 
lerton last year, end as thousands of young 
trees have been put out during the past two 
years, the walnut cron of this section will 
soon run up.to fully fifty carloads annually.

Cement by the Acre in Arisona— 

Grass-root Gold Mine That 

Proved a Mint Daring Develop- 

. ment—Wayfarer on a Trail Kicks 
Up Seme Fine Ore. 


Wint Rowe is at work developing the 
Davis mine, in Yavapai county, Ariz., 
in which there is exposed a vein of gold- 
bearing rock four feet wide; the mine 
is developed by nearly 1000 feet of un- 
derground work; ore has milled from 
$75 to $100 to the ton; some has been 
shipped which yielded $200 to the ton.

In Fool's Gulch, near Prescott, Ariz., 
business is humming. At a depth of 
130 feet, the Planet-Saturn Company 
has a good body of $180 ore. 

An action to foreclose a mortgage has 
been brought in the Superior Court by 
Columbus H. Gray against Edwin H. 
Miller et ux., to secure the payment of 
an indebtedness of $8,965.35. The mort- 
gage is upon “Red Butte,” “The Af- 
rica,” “The Lometa,” “The Prize,”’ “The 
Gray Eagle,” “The St. Louis,” “The 
Washington,” “The Colorado” and “The 
California” mines, a one-half interest 
and a one-third interest in the “Ala- 
bama,”’ all in the Ironwood mining difs- 
trict in Orange county. 


A report from Holbrook, Ariz., is to 
the effect that a very valuable distov- 
ery of a large deposit of cement was 
made within three miles of that town 
recently.

A TRIP TO SPAIN. 

The Socorro Club assembied Thurs- 
day at a special meeting at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. 8. Ames, Brockton ave- 
nue, for the pleasure of meeting Mrs. J.

From the fact that 
they had chosen 1891 for this journey 
and that they followed in their travels 
the line of these connecting links in the 
chain of history, they experienced a 
home-like feeling among these foreign 
nations that any other year might not 
have been so marked. She confined 
most of her talk on Spain to Granada, 
and the decayed splendor of the beauti- 
ful Moorish castle Alhambra. She told 
of how she went through the courts 
and amid the fragrance of the flowers 
that grow there. 

“We watched,” she said, “the grace- 
ful movements of the goldfish playing 
in the lake. We passed on into the 
famous halls that the Moorish red-man 
had spent such enormous sums 
beautify. From there we visited the 
building that was occupied by the 
ladies of the Moorish court—she led us 
through the bath-rooms. We imagined 
the gorgeous cloth of gold rugs on 
which the bathers rested their pretty 
feet. Last of all, she lured us into the 
hall of the Abencerrages and told us 
the legend connected with it. For an 
hour we listened with interest and de- 
light.””

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY 


CITY. TRUSTEES EXAMINING AN 
OFFERED WATER POWER. 


If the Examination is Satisfactory 
an Expert Will be Employed to 
Investigate Probable Cost of 
Equipment and Operation for 
EBlectric Lighting. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Dec, 22.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The City Trus- 
tees left this morning under the guid- 
ance of J. P. Christy, one of the own- 
ers, to examine the water-power that 
is offered the city for $2000, and that 
it is proposed to utilize for electric- 
lighting purposes. If the result of their 
examination is satisfactory an expert 
will be employed to make an investiga- 
tion and report upon the cost of the 
plant, expense of operating, etc. The 
action of the Trustees will depend en- 
tirely upon the business features of 
this report. Several members are in- 
clined to believe that they can make 
a great saving in the matter of light- 
ing and have sufficient power to aug- 
ment the city’s supply of water by 
pumping. Unless they are sure of re- 
ducing expenses they will not submit 
the question of bonding the city for 
$40,000, which is thought to be the 
amount that will be needed. A bond 
proposition is an unpopular One per se 
and, unless a clear saving can be shown, 
it would probably be voted down.

THE CURRENT TURNED ON AT THE 
SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Dynamos to Supply Eteven Hendred 
Lampse—Holiday Cheer fer the 
Ol4 Boys—Three Aged Members 
Dead—General Home News Notes. 


SOLDIERS’ HOME, Dec. 22.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) After the usvwal, 
not ‘to say, several unusual, delays in- 
cident to inauguration of new machin- 
ery plants, the home its finally illumi- 
nated nightly by electricity, not less 
than six hundred lamps being on the 
circuit last night.

There is a smaller dynamo, with 
two-fifths of the power of the larger, 
which is expected to do the work after 
@ certain hour at night. The larger 
machine is of a new pattern, claimed to 
be the latest and best. Engine and dyn- 
amo comprise a single piece of machin- 
ery. with a common shaft whose revo- 
lutions are 380 per minute. It makes a 
compact and handsome bit of iron and 
coppet work, and up to date fulfills 
all expectations. The piece weighs 
eight tons, and cost the home $3000.
